To  His  Excellency,   Honorable  Joseph  W.  Fifer,  Governor  of 
Illinois: 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  twenty-first  annual 
report  of  tlie  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  this  State. 
The  very  full  summary  of  statistics  which  we  have  caused  to  be 
prepared  to  accompany  the  full  tables,  leaves  little  to  be  said 
in  the  way  of  ^-eneral  remarks.  The  statistics  of  this  report 
will  be  found  very  interesting  and  instructive. 

We  think  better  averages  have  been  obtained  in  the  summary 
of  statistics  this  year,  than  have  been  arrived  at  in  former  re- 
ports; and  this  renders  the  observation  proper,  just  here,  that 
what  may  appear  in  this  report  as  an  increase  or  decrease  in 
averages,  may  be  only  the  result  of  fuller  reports  obtained  from 
the  roads,  by  which  we  have  been  enabled,  in  our  deductions,  to 
make  the  averages  nearer  correct,  and  do  not  necessarily^  prove, 
for  instance,  that  roads  are  charging  materially  different  rates 
for  freight  or  passengers  from  what  they  did  last  year. 

While  sufficiently  accurate  results  have  been  arrived  at  in  rail- 
way accounting  and  reporting  to  make  the  results  obtained  in- 
structive, yet  much  I'emains  to  be  done  to  bring  railway  statis- 
tics into  such  shape  that  perfectly  reliable  deductions  may  be 
made  from  them. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  table  and  the  summary  thereof, 
upon  the  question  of  railway  accidents  in  Illinois.  These  show 
a  material  increase  in  the  numbers  killed  and  injured,  of  em- 
ployes, passengers  and  others,  over  the  showing  made  by  last 
year's  report.  This  is,  doubtless,  in  a  large  part,  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  railways  have  conducted  more  traffic  dur- 
ing the  year  than  they  did  the  year  previous;  and  the  further 
fact  should  be  noted,  in  this  connection,  that  a  great  proportion 
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of  the  casualties  have  arisen  at  liiohway  ci-ossiugs  in  the  city  o 
Chieago,  in  which  class  of  accidents  there  seems  to  have  bi-en  an 
increase  during  the  last  3'ear.*  ^^  ^] 

The  statute  of  1871  requires  every  i-ailroad  company  doing 
business  in  this  State  to  file  its  report  with  the  Commission  by 
September  1st  of  each  year.  Blank  forms  for  these  reports  are 
mailed  to  the  i-oads  not  later  than  the  first  week  in  July,  thus 
givino-  the  railroad  companies  about  two  months  in  which  to 
make  up  and  complete  their  reports  before  the  statutory  time 
for  filing  them  with  the  Commission.  \  few,  only,  of  the  roads 
have  filed  their  reports  by  the  first  of  September,  as  the  law  re- 
quires. Most  of  them  are  not  filed  until  November  first,  or 
after;  and,  during  the  present  ye9A',  the  failure  of  a  few  roads 
to  file  their  reports  with  the  Commission  has  resulted  in  great 
annoyance  to  the  Commission,  and  that  fact  is  responsible  for 
the  great  delay  in  presenting  this  report  to  your  Excellency. 
While  we  believe  that  railroad  managei-s  generally  attempt  to 
comply  with  the  law.  and  are  read}'  to  aid  the  Commission  in 
discharging  its  duties,  the  delinquency  of  a  few  companies  in  the 
matter  of  presenting  their  reports  has  grown  to  be  a  positive 
abuse,  which  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  resort  to 
harsh  measures  to  correct,  if  the  ])ractice  continues. 

The  very  instructive  reports,  accomj)anied  by  full  tables,  of 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  (irain  and  the  Registrar  of  Warehouses, 
which  will  he  found  printed  herewith,  are.  in  the  main,  self- 
explanatory,  and  need  not  be  remarked  u])on  at  any  length 
here. 

Our  last  annual  re))ort  showed  the  most  ])rosperous  year  in 
the  Department  of  Ins])ection  in  the  then  history  of  the  Depart- 
ment. This  report  shows  a  still  greater  volume  o'  gi-ain  in- 
spected. It  is  to  be  remembered,  too.  that  the  Chief  riis])e('tor's 
report  closes  with  the  81st  of  October,  and  for  that  reason  it 
includes  (Jiily  a  ])ortion  of  the  moveuKMit  of  the  jihenomenal  (^rop 
of  1891.  The  iufiiuMice  of  that  unusually  ])rodnctive  season  maj' 
be  expected  to  continiK'  and  1m'  still  further  seen  in  the  report 
of  next  year. 

The  Commission  took  thf  lib<M-ty  (jf  recommending  to  your 
Excellency  in  the  last  annual  report,  certain  legislarion  deemed 
to  be  needed  for  the  pro])er  protection  of  the  public  at  railway 
crossings.  An  act  was  accordingly  ])assed  l)v  the  last  (Jeneral 
Assembly,  pi-oviding  a  way  to  compel  the  |)rotcclion.  by  inter- 
locking and  siiiiials,  of  grade  crossings  of  railway  tracks.  This 
act.  together  with  other  acts  passed  relating  to  the  duties  of 
the  (commission,  will  be  found  printed  in  the  appendix  to  this 
report.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  here,  that  the  nuin- 
agers  of  railways  are  manifesting  a  disposition  to  protect  their 
grade  crossings  under  the  late  act;  and  we  sincen>ly  hope  and 
believe  the  good  intlucMice  of  this  reform  will  soon  be  schmi  in  the 
statistics  of  railway  casualties,  as  well  as  in  inc!eas«'d  economy 
to  the  companies  themselves.

The  new  road  built  during  the  year  was  50.70  miles,  a  de- 
crease from  the  new  road  built  during  the  previous  vear  of 
161.95  miles. 

Owing  to  corrections  this  year  in  the  mileage  as  reported  for 
last  year,  the  total  mileage  as  s-hown  in  this  report,  not  count- 
ing new  road  built  during  the  year,  does  not  correspond  to  the 
total  mileage  of  main  line  and  branches  as  reported  for  last  yeai-. 
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Accordiug  to  the  Statistical  Report  of  the  Inter-State  Com- 
merce Com  mission  for  the  3^ear  ending  June  30,  1890,  this  State 
still  has  the  largest  railway  mileage  of  any  state  in  tlie  union, 
its  proportion  of  mileage  ibo  the  total  mileage  in  the  United 
States  Ijeing  6.24  per  cent.,  and  the  number  of  square  miles  of 
territory  per  mile  of  railway,  5.48

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  capital 
stock  to  the  total  railway  capital  is  4ir5.06  per  cent.,  the  pro- 
portion of  funded  debt  to  total  railway  capital  is  51.46  per 
cent.,  and  the  proportion  of  current  liabilities  to  total  railway 
capital  is  3.48  per  cent.

This  table  gives  a  statement  of  the  fuel  consumed  bv  locomo- 
tives, the  number  of  miles  run  by  such  locomotives,  and  the 
average  pounds  consumed  per  mile.  A  study  of  it  will  show 
that  the  locomotives  on  the  lines  in  Illinois  consumed  during 
the  year  2.639,297  tons  of  fuel  in  running  66,321,007  miles,  or 
an  average  of  79.59  pounds  per  mile.  The  cost  of  coal  at  dis- 
tributing points  ranged  from  60  cents  to  |2.73  per  ton,  and 
the  cost  of  wood  from  50  cents  to  -14.25  per  cord.

An  examination  of  the  above  will  show  that  during  the  past 
year  there  was  an  increase  of  12,  or  44. 1 4  per  cent,  in  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  killed  and  an  increase  of  100,  or  73.53  per 
cent,  in  the  number  injured;  an  increase  of  19,  or  10.80  per  cent, 
in  the  number  of  employes  killed  and  196,  or  18.50  per  cent,  in 
the  number  injured;  an  increase  of  69,  or  18.90  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  others  killed  and  38,  or  10.56  per  cent,  in  the  num- 
ber injured,  or  an  increase  of  100,  or  17.57  per  cent,  in  the  total 
number  killed  and  334,  or  21.35  per  cent,  in  the  total  number 
injured.

It  may  be  interesting  in  this  connection  to  state  that  of  the 
total  number  of  employes  in  Illinois— 60,9(38 — one  death  occurred 
during  the  yeai-  for  every  312  men  employed  and  one  injury  for 
every  48  men  em])loyed.  The  figures  ftn-  last  year  show  that 
for  every  826  men  employed  one  was  killed,  and  foi'  every  ~>4: 
men  employed  one  was  injured.  This  shows  a  higher  rate  of 
casualties  for  this  year  than  the  previous  one. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  of  the  195  employes 
killed  46,  or  23  per  cent,  met  death  from  coupling  and  uncoup- 
ling cars  and  engines,  and  of  the  1,225  employes  injured  530, 
or  40  per  cent,  were  so  injured  while  coupling  or  uncou])ling 
ears  oi-  engines.  r 

Among  the  most  fatal  classes  of  accidents  to  railway  em- 
ployes nre  those  caused  by  falling  from  trains  and  engines.  The 
statistics  for  this  year  show  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  were  45,  or  23  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  the 
number  injured  were  154,  or  12  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
injured. 

It  certainly  will  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  point  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  foregoing  statistics  emphasize  the 
necessity  of  the  adoption  by  railroads  of  safety  appliances  for 
the  ]>rotection  of  the  lives  and  pei'sons  of  theii-  employes;  and 
while  the  reports  for  this  yeai',  as  shown  in  Table  X.  indicate 
that  these  safety  ai)pliances  are  being  gradually  adoi)ted.  still 
it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  full  benefit  of  auto- 
matic coii])lers  cannot  be  realized  until  all  the  e(pii])ment  is  fitted 
with  them,  for  the  reason  that  the  danger  is  just  as  great,  if  per- 
haps not  greater,  in  coupling  cars  whei'e  one  car  is  fitted  with 
a  safety  ai)pliance  and  tht'  other  is  not. 

A  comjtarison  of  the  statistics  for  this  year  with  those  of  the 
United  States  on  the  same  subject  will  sliow  that  Illinois  is 
keej)ing  ])ace  with  the  other  States  in  the  adoption  of  safety 
appliances.

Hon.  Isaac  W.  PhilUps,  Chairman  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  SjJring- 

Jield,  Illinois: 

Dear  Sir:— In  submitting,  for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  1  oard. 
the  accompanying  statistical  tables  which  form  the  twentietli  annual  re- 
port of  this  office,  covering  the  transactions  of  the  department  from  No- 
vember 1,  1890,  to  October  31,  1891,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  repeat  the 
statement  made  a  year  ago,  "that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most 
prosperous  in  the  history  of  the  department." 

Although  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  fell  short  of  the  corre- 
sponding months  of  tlie  preceding  year  to  a  considerable  extent  (including- 
a  shortage  of  almost  25  million  bushels  of  corn),  yet  the  phenomenal  crop 
of  small  grain  which  came  in  so  rapidly  during  the  last  four  months  of 
the  year,  has  brought  our  receipts  up  to  a  point  in  excess  even  of  the  very 
large  receipts  reported  a  year  ago. 

Our  total  receipts  for  the  year  were  277,216  cars  and  -122  boats  and  ves- 
sels. These  contained  201,477,505  bushels  of  grain,  an  excess  over  last  year 
of  4,260  cars,  and  2,932,944  bushels.  Of  this  increase,  over  18  milliou 
bushels  is  to  be  found  in  winter^  wheat;  6  million  in  spring  wheat;  353 
thousand  in  oats,  and  5  million  fn  rye,  while  corn  fell  off  nearly  25  mil- 
lion, and  barley  over  2  million  bushels.  Our  shipments  for  the  year  were 
nearly  8*  millions  in  excess  of  those  of  1890. 

About  one-half  of  the  grain  inspected  by  the  department  during  the  year 
went  into  store  in  public  elevators;  the  remainder  being  transferred  on 
track  and  forwarded  to  eastern  points  by  rail,  saving  that  which  went 
into  city  consumption. 

Following  are  the  percentages  of  inspected  grain  which  failed  to  go  to 
store : 

Winter  wheat  16  per  cent.,  spring  wheat  4C  per  cent.,  corn  40  percent., 
oats  81  per  cent.,  rye  31  per  cent.,  barley  84  per  cent. 

In  my  report  for  1890  I  took  occasion  to  maive  a  comparison  of  the 
average  loading  of  cars  since  1877.  By  reference  to  that  report  it  will  be 
seen  thafthe  size  of  the  load  had  steadily  increased  from  416  bushels  in 
1S77  to  727  in  1890.  and  in  189]  it  has  mounted  to  742  bushels  in  each  car. 

It  will  probably  be  of  interest  to  some  to  know  that  the  first  car  of  new 
wheat  was  received  in  Chicago  this  year  June  16;  it  arrived  over  the  Chi- 
cago &  Alton  road,  and  graded  New  Two  Turkey.  The  first  car  of  new- 
corn  was  received  over  the  Illinois  Central  October  9,  and  (in  account  of 
dampness  was  not  graded. 

The  differences  of  opinion  between  owners  of  grain  and  tlie  inspectors 
have  been  much  fewer  in  number  this  year  than  usual,   and   liavo   in   the 
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main  been  settled  .satislaclorily  to  tioth  parties  by  (uir  supervising  inspect- 
ors. Messrs.  Smillie  and  Bidwill.  without  the  intervention  of  the  commit- 
tee of  appeals.  The  cases  in  v?hich  the  committee  has  been  called  to  act 
iire  60  per  cent,  less  than  in  1890.  and  the  proportion  of  changes  made  by  them 
is  such  as  to  indicate  very  close  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors.  , 
The  committee  has  been  called  iipon  in  only  one  out  of  every  770  cars  re- 
ceived. , 

The  unusual  volume  of  grain  in  the  country,  and  the  necessity  for  mov- 
ing it  promptly  in  order  to  avoid  a  blocliade.  make  it  very  probable   that    i 
our  winter  receipts  will  be  heavier  than  usual.  ] 

For  this  reason  I  shall,  with  the  approval  of  your  honoral.)le  board,  re-  ' 
tain  the  services  of  the  temporary  helpers  appointed  two  months  ago,  at  \ 
least  until  the  movement  shall  so  far  subside  that  the  force  may  be  safely  ' 
reduced. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state    that    notwitiistanding    the    greater    ; 
volume  of  business  done,  the  enlarged  territory  which   the   department  is    . 
■called  upon  to  cover,  and  the  changes  in  old   established   stations  calling    ; 
for  more  men,  the  policy   of   economy   pursued   in    expenditures   of   every    . 
kind    has   enabled   us  to  show  a  reduction    rather   than   an   increase   this    , 
year,  in  the  department  expenses.     In   no  year   since  the   organization  of 
the    department    has  the  cost  of  inspection  per   bushel  of  grain   handled 
been  so  low  as  this  year.     In  188o  it  was  .nA,  of  a  mill,  and  it  has  gradu- 
ally decreased  until  this  year  it  is  ,-'„\,  of  a  mill.    This  includes   every  ex- 
penditure  of  every   kind    of  the  funds  of  the  department.      Whether    we    , 
shall  be  able  to  keep  the  expenses  of  the  department  during   the  coming    ; 
year  within  the  bounds  set  during    the   one   just   closed,    must    be   deter- 
mined by  circumstances  we  cannot  foresee  or  control :  but  all  that  the  most 
rigid  economy  can  do  shall  be  done  to  preserve  a  proper  relation  between   j 
our  expenditures  and  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  department.

GOVERNING    THE    INSPECTION    OF  GRAIN  IN  THE  CITY 
OF  CHICAGO,  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS. 

In  Force  December  1,  1891. 


Rule  1.— Winter  Wheat. 

No.  1  White  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  pure  White  Winter  Wheat,  or  Red 
and  White  mixed;  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  White  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  White  Winter  Wheat,  or  Red  and 
White  mixed;  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  3  White  Winter  Wheat— shall  include  White  Winter  Wheat,  or  Red 
and  White  mixed,  not  clean  and  plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but  weighing 
not  less  than  fifty-four  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  4  White  Winter  Wheat — shall  include  White  Winter  Wheat,  damp, 
musty,  or  from  any  cause  so  badlv  damaged  as  to  render  It  unfit  for 
No.  3. 

No.  1  Long  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  pure  Red  Winter  Wheat  of 
the  long-berried  varieties;  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Long  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  of  the  same  varieties  as  No.  1, 
sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

Hard  Winter  Wheat— The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Hard  Winter  Wheat 
shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  of  Red 
Winter  Wheat,  except  that  they  shall  be  of  the  Turkish  variety. 

In  case  of  mixture  of  Turkish  Red  Winter  Wheat  with  Red  Winter 
Wheat,  it  shall  be  graded  according  to  the  quality  thereof  and  classed  as 
Hard  Winter  Wheat. 

No.  1  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  pure  Red  Winter  Wheat  of  both 
light  and  dark  colors,  of  the  shorter-berried  varieties;  sound,  plump  and 
well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  be  Red  Winter  Wheat  of  both  light 
and  dark  colors;  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  3  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  include  Red  Winter  Wheat  not  clean 
and  plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but  weighing  not  less  than  flfty-four  pounds 
to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  4  Red  Winter  Wheat— shall  include  Red  Winter  Wheat,  damp, 
musty,  or  from  any  cause  so  badly  damaged  as  to  render  it  unfit  for 
No.  3. 

In  case  of  the  mixture  of  Red  and  White  Winter  Wheat,  it  shall  be 
graded  according  to  the  qualitv  thereof,  and  classed  as  White  Winter 
Wheat. 
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'So.  1  Colorado  Wbeat- — shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Colorado  Wheat— shall  be  ?ound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good 
milling  quality. 

No.  3  Colorado  Wheat— shall  include  Colorado  Wheat  not  clean  and 
plump  enough  for  No.  2,  but  weighing  not  less  than  fifty-four  pounds  to 
the  measured  bushel. 

Rule  2.— Spring  Wheat. 

No.  1  Hard  Spring  Wheat— shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Hard  Spring  Wheat— shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good 
milling  quality. 

No.  1  Spring  Wheat — shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Spring  Wheat— shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good  mill- 
ing quality. 

No.  3  Spring  Wheat — shall  include  all  inferior,  shrunken  or  dirty  Spring 
Wheat,  weighing  not  less  than  fifty-three  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No  4  Spring  Wheat— shall  include  Spring  Wheat  damp,  musty,  grown, 
badly  bleached,  or  for  any  cause  which  renders  it  unfit  for  No.  3. 

White  Spring  Wheat— The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  White  Spring 
Wheat  shall  correspond  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  i,  2  and  3  Spring  Wheat, 
except  that  they  shall  be  of  the  White  variety,  or  shall  contain  5  per  cent., 
or  more,  of  such  White  Wheat. 

Black  Sea  and  Flinty  Pflfe  Wheat— shall  in  no  case  be  inspected  higher 
tlian  No.  2,  and  Rice  Wheat  no  higher  than  No.  4. 


Rule  2*.- Mixed  Wheat.  | 

The  grades  of  Nos.  2  and  3  Mixed  Wheat  shall  be  equal  in   quality  to  i 

the  grades  of  Nos.  2  and  3  Red  Winter  Wheat,  except  that  they  shall  in-  j 

elude  mixtures  of  Spring  and  Winter  Wheat.  ,  i 


Rule  3.— Corn. 

No.  1  Yellow  Corn— shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Yellow  Corn— shall  be  three-fourths  yellow,  dry,  reasonably  clean, 
but  not  plump  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  Yellow  Corn— shall  be  three-fourths  yellow,  reasonably  dry  and 
reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2. 

No.  1  White  Corn— shall  be  sound,  dry,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  White  Corn— shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  dry.  reasonably  clean, 
but  not  plump  enougli  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  White  Corn — shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  reasonably  dry  and 
reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2. 

No.  1  Corn— shall  be  Mixed  Corn,  of  choice  quality,  sound,  dry  and  well 
cleaned. 

No.  2  Corn— shall  be  Mixed  Corn,  dry,  reasonably  clean,  but  not  good 
good  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  Corn— shall  be  Mixed  Corn,  reasonably  dry  and  reasonably  clean, 
but  not  sufficiently  sound  for  No.  2. 

No.  4  Corn— Corn  that  is  y)adly  damaged,  damp  or  very  dirty  shall  be 
graded  no  higher  than  No.  4. 

Corn  that  is  wet  or  in  heating  condition  shall  not  be  graded. 
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Rule  4.— Oats. 

No.  1  White  Oats — shall  be  white,  sound,  clean  and  reasonably  free  from 
other  grain. 

Kg.  2  White  Oats — shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  sweet,  reasonably  clean 
and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  White  Oats — shall  be  seven-eighths  white,  but  not  sufficiently  sound 
and  clean  for  No.  2. 

No.  1  Oats— shall  be  Mixed  Oats,  sound,  clean  and  reasonably  free  from 
other  grain. 

No.  2  Oats— shall  be  sweet,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from 
other  grain. 

No.  3  Oats— shall  be  all  Oats  that  are  damp,  unsound,  dirty,  or  from  any 
other  cause  unfit  for  No.  2. 

Rule  5.— Rye. 

No.  1  Rye — shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

No,  2  Rye— shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from 
other  grain. 

No.  3  Rye— All  Rye  damp,  musty,  dirty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  No. 
2,  shall  be  graded  as  No.  3. 

Rule  6.— Barley. 

No.  1  Barley— shall  be  sound,  plump,  bright,  clean,  and  free  from  other 
grain. 

No.  2  Barley— shall  be  of  healthy  color,  not  sound  enough  and  plump 
enough  for  No.  1,  reasonably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  Barlej'- shall  include  slightly  shrunken  and  otherwise  slightly 
damaged  Barley,  not  good  enough  for  No.  2. 

No.  4  Barley— shall  include  all  Barley  fit  for  malting  purposes,  not  good 
enough  for  No.  3. 

No.  5  Barley— shall  include  all  Barley  which  is  badly  damaged,  or  from 
any  cause  unfit  for  malting  purposes,  except  that  Barley  which  has  been 
chemically  treated  shall  not  be  graded  at  all. 

Scotch  Barley— The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Scotch  Barley  shall  cor- 
respond in  all  respects  with  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Barley,  except 
that  they  shall  be  of  the  Scotch  variety. 

Bay  Brewing  Barley— The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Bay  Brewing  Barley 
shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Barley,  ex- 
cept that  they  shall  be  of  the  Bay  Brewing  variety  grown  in  the  terri- 
tories and  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Chevalier  Barley — The  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Chevalier  Barley  shall 
conform  in  all  respects  to  the  grades  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Barley,  except 
that  they  shall  be  of  the  Chevalier  variety  grown  in  the  territories  and  on 
the  Pacific  Coast. 

Rule  7. 

The  word  "new"  shall  be  inserted  in  each  certificate  of  inspection  of  a 
newly  harvested  crop  of  Oats  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  August;  of  Rye, 
until  the  first  day  of  September;  of  Wheat,  until  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber; of  Barley,  until  the  first  day  of  May,  and  of  Corn,  until  the  first  day 
of  June  of  each  year. 
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This  change  shall  be  construed  as  establishing  new  grades  for  the  time 
specified  to  conform  to  the  existing  grades  of  grain  in  all  particulars,  ex- 
cept those  of  condition  and  the  distinction  between  the  new  and  the  old 
crops. 

It  is  provided,  however,  that  when  Corn  is  dry  enough  for  No.  1  or  No. 
2.  it  shall  not  be  classed  as  "new.", 

Rtjle  8. 

All  grain  that  is  warm,  or  that  is  in  a  heating  condition,  or  is  other- 
wise unfit  for  warehousing,  shall  not  be  graded. 

Rule  9. 

All  inspectors  shall  make  their  reasons  for  grading  grain,  when  necessary 
fully  known  by  notations  on  their  books.  The  weight  alone  shall  not 
determine  the  grade. 

Rule  10. 

Each  inspector  is  required  to  ascertain  the  weight  per  measured  bushel 
of  each  lot  of  wheat  inspected  by  him,  and  note  the  same  on  his  book. 


Rule  I. — Hours  of  Service. 

Assistant  Inspectors  and  Helpers  will  be  at  their  posts  and  ready  for 
business  on  the  railroad  tracks  or  at  the  elevators  to  which  they  may  be 
assigned,  at  7  o'clock  A.  M.  each  morning  from  the  15th  day  of  March  to 
the  15th  day  of  November,  and  at  8  o'clock  A.  M.  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year!  They  will  remain  at  their  posts  until  6  o'clock  P.  M.  from 
the  15th  day  of  April  until  the  1st  day  of  October,  and  until  5  o'clock  P. 
M.  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Rule  II. — Earlier  Hours. 

When  the  receipts  are  large,  and  the  interests  of  the  trade  require  an 
earlier  inspection,  all  vVssistant  Inspectors  and  Helpers  assigned  to  duty 
on  the  track  will  begin  work  at  as  early  an  hour  as  practicable. 

Rule  III.— Evening  Work. 

Inspectors  stationed  at  elevators  will,  when  necessary  to  complete  the 
cargo  or  shipment  upon  which  they  may  be  engaged,  remain  on  duty  as 
late  in  the  evening  as  they  can  see  to  inspect  grain  safely. 

Rule  IV. — Wet  Weather  and  Darkness. 

No  Inspector  stationed  at  an  elevator  is  authorized  to  insi)ect,  out  of 
store  after  dark  or  in  wet  weather,  except  on  receipt,  iiorsonally,  or 
through  the  oflice  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  of  an  order  vvritlen  upon  the 
printed  blanks,  furnished  by  the  Department,  filled  and  si . mod  by  the 
owner  of  the  grain  or  his  authorized  agent,  relieving  such  fuspector  of 
all  responsibility  for  damage  which  may  be  caused  by  such  wet  weather 
or  loss  by  such  errors  as  are  liable  to  occur  by  reason  of  darkness;  hut  in 
every  case  the  Inspector  must  be  personally  -present  when  the  grain  is 
actually  delivered  onboard,  making  his  report  of  the  inspection  after  such 
actual  "delivery. 
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The  Chief  Inspector  of  Grain  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  on  and 
after  November  1,  1889,  on  all  grain  inspected  under  his  direction,  as  fol- 
lows: ' 

For  in-inspection,  25  cents  per  car-load;  10  cents  per  wagon  or  cart  load- 
40  cents  per  1,000  bushels  from  canal  boats;  i  of  1  cent  per  bushel  from 
bags. 

For  out-inspection,  50  cents  per  1,000  bushels  to  vessels;  35  cents  per  car- 
load to  cars;  35  cents  per  car-load  to  teams;  or  10  cents  per  wagon  load  to 
teams.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  number  of  tables  which 
set  forth  succinctlv  the  business  of  this  office  during  the  year  ended 
October  31.  1891. 

There  were  at  that  date,  and  is  at  the  present  time,  twenty-eight 
warehouses  in  this  city,  owned  or  leased  by  persons  or  Arms  liccused 
under  the  Jaws  of  this  State  to  transact  a  warehouse  business. 

The  total  storage  capacity  of  these  warehouses  is  twenty-eight  millions 
eight  hundred  and  forty  thousand  bushels. 

Soon  after  entering  upon  my  duties  as  Registrar  (June  1)  the  movement 
of  the  great  crop  of  1891  commenced. 

The  elevator  forces  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost  in  caring  for  the 
grain  received,  and  as  a  consequence  the  business  of  this  office  has  been 
greatly  increased;  an  unusually  large  per  cent,  of  the  grain  received  hav- 
ing passed  through  the  elevators. 

The  clerical  force  of  this  office  have  been  compelled  to  work  over  hours 
to  keep  up  the  business  of  the  office.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  they  did 
this  without  complaint,  and  each  member  of  the  force  has  seemed  to  vie 
with  the  others  in  doing  excellent  work,  and  the  resulting  efficiency  of 
this  office  in  the  work  assigned  to  it,  is  due  to  their  untiring  etforts.

ILLINOIS  INTERLOCKING  ACT,  APPROVED  JUNE  2.  1891. 


Ax  Act  to  protect  persons  und  property  from  danger  at  the  crossings  and  junc- 
tions of  railroads,  liy  providing  a  method  to  compel  the  protection  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented  in 
the  Gem.rcd  Assembly:  That  in  every  case  where  the  main  tracks  of  two  or 
more  railroads  cross  at  a  grade  in  this  State,  any  company  owning  or 
operating  any  one  of  such  tracks,  whose  managers  may  desire  to  unite 
with  others  by  protecting  such  crossings  with  interlocking  or  other  safety 
devices,  may  tile  with  the  Raih'oad  and  AVarehouse  Commission  a  petition 
stating  the  facts  of  the  situation,  and  asking  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  to  order  such  crossing  to  be  protected  by  interlocking  signals, 
devices  and  switches,  or  other  safety  appliances.  Said  petition  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  plat  showing  the  location  of  all  tracks ;  and  upon  the 
tiling  thereof,  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  other  company  or  person  own- 
ing or  operating  any  track  involved  in  such  cros-ing,  and  the  said  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  thereupon  view  the  site  of  such  crossing, 
and  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
of  such  petition. 

I  2.  If  the  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall,  from  in- 
formation obtained  in  any  manner,  have  cause  to  believe  that  atiy  such 
grade  crossing,  as  described  in  section  one  of  this  act,  is  dangerous  to  the 
public  or  to  persons  operating  trains,  and  requires  protection,  then  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission,  without  any  petition,  and  of  its  own 
motion,  to  cite  the  several  companies  or  persons  owning  or  operating  the 
railway  tracks  forming  such  crossing,  to  come  before  said  Commission  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  named,  and  show  cause  why  they  should 
not  be  required  to  provide '^such  crossing  with  interlocking  or  other  safety 
appliances. 

'i  3.  At  the  time  and  place  named  for  hearing  under  any  petition  filed 
in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  act,  or  in  any  citation  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  section  two  thereof,  unless  the  hearing  is  for  good  cause  con- 
tinued, said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  proceed  to  try  the 
question  whether  or  not  the  crossing  shall  be  protected  by  interlocking, 
or  otherwise,  and  shall  give  to  all  companies  and  parties  interested  an 
opportunity  to  be  fully  heard,  and  said  Commission  shall,  after  such  hear- 
ing, enter  an  order  upon  a  record  book  or  docket,  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
Ijose,  denying  the  petition  or  discharging  the  citation  if  the  p'otection  of 
such  crossing  as  proposed  is  deemed  unnecessary,  or,  if  said  Connnission 
shall  bo  of  opinion,  from  the  evidence  and  facts  produced,  that  the  pultlic 
good  re(iuires  tliat  such  crossing  be  protected,  then  the  Commission  shall 
rntci'  an  order  jiicscribing  an  interlocking  device  or  equii)ment  for  such 
crossing,  in  case  tlic  companies  interested  cannot  agree  upon  ;i  device,  in 
which  (  rder  shall  be  sijccifiod  tlie  kind  of  macliine  to  be  used,  the  switches, 
signals  and  otlici'    devices  or    aiipliances   to    lie    put     in.  and    the  location 
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thereof,  and  all  oLhei-  uiattcis  which  may  be  deemed  [jropcr  for  the  efHcient 
protection  of  such  crissiiiK,  and  said  Commission  shall  furtiier  designate, 
in  such  order,  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  such  plant. 
and  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  same,  which  eacli  of 
the  companies  or  persons  concerned  shall  pay.  In  case,  however,  one  rail- 
road company  shall  hereafter  seek  to  cross  at  grade  with  its  track  or 
tracks,  the  track  or  tracks  of  another  railroad  company,  and  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  determine  that  interlocking  or  other 
safety  appliances,  shall  be  put  in,  the  railroad  company  seeking  to  cross 
at  grade  shall  be  compelled  to  pay  all  cost  of  such  appliances,  together 
with  the  expense  of  ])utting  them  in  and  the  future  maintenance  tliereof. 

^  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company  or  iierson  owning 
or  operating  any  trade  involved  in  any  such  crossing  "to  comply  with  and 
carry  out  fully,  or  unite  with  the  others  in  doing  so,  any  order  of  the 
said"  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  made  in  pursuance  of  any  i)ro- 
ceeding  instituted  or  had  under  this  act,  sucli  work  to  be  completed 
within  ninety  days  after  such  order  is  made  unless  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  shall  for  good  cause  shown  extend  the  time:  and 
when  any  such  plant  shall  have  been  completed  and  made  ready  for  use. 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  (■(niipanics  or  persons  concerned  to  notify  the  said 
Railroad  and  Warehouse  Cniiniiis^ion  thereof,  whereu]jon  said  Commission 
shall  inspect  or  cause  to  he  insptM-ied  the  said  completed  plant  in  tiiesame 
manner  as  is  now  provided  in  the  act  upon  that  subject,  approved  June 
3,  1887:  and  if.  upon  such  inspection,  the  said  plant  is  deemed  to  be  well 
constructed  and  suitable  and  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  the  said  Hail- 
road  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  issue  a  permit  empowering  the 
several  companies  or  persons  owning  or  operating  the  tracks  involved 
therein  to  run  such  crossing  without  stopping,  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  in  force,  or  may  thereafter  be  adopted,  by  the  said 
Commission,  any  law  now  in  force  upon  the  subject  ot  stopping  trains  at 
railway  crossing's  to  the  coritrary  notwithstanding. 

I  5.  Any  company,  person  or  corporation  refusing  or  neglecting  to  com- 
ply with  any  order  made  by  the  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission 
in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  $200  for  each 
week  of  such  refusal  and  neglect,  the  same  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  to  be  paid, 
when  collected,  into  the  county  treasury  of  any  county  where  any  such 
suit  may  be  tried. 

I  6.  All  expenses  incurred  in  any  proceeding  under  this  act  sliall  V)e 
paid  by  the  railway  comijanies  concei'ned,  in  ecpial  portions,  upon  Idlls  to 
be  rendered  by  the  secretary  of  said  Commission. 

'i  7.  Every  junction  of  two  or  more  railroad  tracks,  whether  the  tracks 
joining  each  other  are  owned  by  different  companies  or  by  the  same  com- 
pany, shall  be  taken  and  deem(?d  to  be  a  crossing  wilhiif  the  meaning  of 
this  act:  Provided,  that  lliis  section  sliall  not  ap|)ly  to  switch,  spur  or 
side  tracks.

and  trains  of  any  such  railroad  or  railroads  to  pass  over  said  crossing  or 
bi'idge  without  stopping,  any  law,  or  the  provisions  of  any  law  now  in 
force,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  and  all  such  other  provisions  of 
laws  contrary  thereto  are  hereby  declared  not  to  be  applicable  in  such  case:

Letter  of  Pres.  J.  F.  I^arnard.

Hon.  James  H.  Paddock,  Secretary   lUinois    Erxilroad   and    Warrhou^tc  Com- 
missioners, Springfield,  111.:  '  • 

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  15th  instant  duly  receive<cl,  with  enclos- 
ures, and  there  being  some  points  about  it  which  I  thought  I  ought  to  con- 
sult counsel  about,  I  so  consulted  them,  and  by  their  advice  I  write- 
you  this  letter. 

Our  counsel  say  that  a  compliance  with  your  order  "would  be  a  direct 
and  positive  discrimination  and  violation  of  the  Illinois  statutes,  particu- 
larly paragraph  147,  chapter  114,  Starr  &  Curtiss.  We  can  see  no  reason 
for  discrimination  between  the  two  classes  of  cattle  which  the  commis- 
sion makes."' 

This  refers  to  a  point  I  would  make — as  to  whether  there  is  anything 
in  the  law  making  it  obligatory  on  the  company,  or  empowering  the  com- 
mission to  fix  a  different  rate  on  cattle  which  might  be  denominated 
"stock  cattle  and  feeders"  than  that  on  cattle  generally.  We  are  im- 
pressed with  the  idea  that  the  leading  feature  of  the  duties  of  the  com- 
mission is  to  ttx  maximum  rates,  and  that  the  schedules  by  them  so  pre- 
pared are  prima  facie  evidence;  and  there  is  no  provision  in  the  statutes 
exempting  the  railroad  company  for  discrimination,  even  though  it  should 
comply  with  the  order  of  the  commissioners  in  making  such  discrimina- 
tion. 

I  would  be  glad  if  you  will  cite  to  me  the  law  giving  the  commission 
authority  to  prescribe  the  number  of  persons  that  shall  be  carried  free  with 
a  specific  number  of  car  loads  of  cattle,  and  returned  free  on  any  regular 
train  of  the  company. 

I  would  also  like  to  know  what  authority  there  is  for  a  discrimiuatictn 
againsl  the  shipper  of  one  car  load  of  live  stock  or  his  agent,  inasunieii  as 
your  schedule  says:  "The  shipper  of  one  car  of  live  stock,  or  his  agent, 
shall  be  carried  free  with  such  animals  to  take  care  of  the  same,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  return  ticket,  good  on  any  regular  train  of   the  company, 
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tor  uot  to  exceed  one-half  fare."'  This  implies  that  the  companj',  in  your 
judgment,  might  charge  him  one-half  fare  or  less.  Would  not  this  be  a 
•case  of  clear  discrimination  against  the  small  shipper,  when,  in  the  next 
paragraph,  you  say  that  the  shipper  of  two  or  three  cars  of  live  stock  shall 
1)6  carried  free  and  returned  free?  Has  the  commission  authority  thus  to 
•disci'iminate  against  the  small  shipperV 

Again,  I  would  ask  the  question:  Whence  does  the  commission  derive 
its  authority  to  fix  minimum  weights  of  loads  for  different  sizes  of  cars 
and  for  different  classes  of  live  stock? 

1  believe  it  is  the  practice  with  many  western  roads,  in  dealing  with 
this  matter,  to  give  passes  about  as  the  commission  have  suggested — that 
is  to  say,  the  shipper  of  two  or  three  cars  of  live  stock  shall  be  carried 
free;  four  to  seven  cars,  two  persons  free;  eight  cars  or  more,  three  per- 
sons free.  This  has  grown  to  be  a  practice  among  western  roads,  but  is 
not  uniform.  On  the  Ohio  &  Mississippi  road,  on  inter-state  business  go- 
ing to  Cincinnati,  passes  are  issued  to  the  shippers  to  accompany  stock 
going  to  market  on  about  that  basis.  All  pay  their  fare  home,  whether 
shippers  of  one  car  or  several.  Of  course  you  will  say  that  with  inter- 
state business  the  commission  does  not  claim  to  deal.  The  same  rule  ap- 
plied hitherto  on  this  road  on  any  stock  shipped  into  East  St.  Louis  from 
Illinois  points.  I  only  desire  to  know  how  far  the  commission  is  acting 
under  the  law,  and  how  far.  if  at  all,  its  action  is  of  an  advisory  nature. 
It  has  always  been  understood  that  cattle  shipments  were  accompanied  by 
i'ertain  (one  or  more)  persons  to  look  after  them  in  transit;  get  them  up 
if  they  got  down:  see  that  they  are  properly  watered  and  cared  for,  etc. 
Cattle  have  always  been  understood  to  be  carried  at  less  rates  than  other- 
wise because  of  the  persons  accompanying  them  to  look  after  them.  I  was 
not  aware  that  there  was  any  law  requiring  that  railroad  companies  should 
carry  persons  with  live  stock  nor  providing  how  they  shall  be  returned, 
free  or  otherwise.  But  I  do  know  that  competition  for  a  long  term  of 
years  has  resulted  in  return  passes  lieing  given  for  live  stock  sliippers  or 
their  agents,  but  I  know  of  no  law  to  that  effect. 

Have  I  made  the  points  clearV  First,  about  discrimination  between 
stock  as  feeders  and  other  classes  of  cattle;  then,  about  minimum  weights: 
and  finally,  about  the  discrimination  which  you  suggest  Itctween  the  small 
■shipper  and  the  larger  shipper,  in  the  matter  of  return  fares. 

Upon  receipt  of  your  reply,  I  will  be  glad  to  submit  the  same  to  our 
counsel  and  see  if  matters,  which  are  not  a  doubt  in  their  minds,  shall  be 
so  set  out  as  that  we  shall  be  better  informed. 

Presumably,  if  we  should  fail  to  comply  with  your  orders,  suits  may 
come,  and  that  notwithstanding  your  order  allows  what  we  think  an  un- 
just discrimination.  Of  course  courts  might  not  exhibit  any  great  zeal  in 
holding  a  corporation  liable  for  the  compliance  with  your  order,  but  that 
remains  to  be  seen.

Dear  Sir:— Replying  for  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  to 
your  letter  of  December  29,  1890,  addressed  to  Secretary  Paddock.  I  have 
to  say.  the  advice  of  your  counsel  to  the  effect  that  the  fixing  of  a  different 
rate  of  freight  on  ''stock  cattle  and  feeders''  from  that  on  other  cattle.  1*^ 
a  "direct  and  positive  discrimination  and  violation  of  the  Illinois  statutes, 
particularly  paragraph  147,  etc.,"  is,  in  my  judgment,  not  sound. 

The  point  thus  made,  as  I  understand  it.  in  effect  raises  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  commission  can  legally  divide,  for  freight  purposes, 
animals  known  as  "cattle"  into  two  classes.  In  a  hroader  sense  it  may  he 
considered  as  raising  the  question  of  the  commission's  power  under  the 
law  to  classify  articles  of  freight  at  all,  for  if  this  attempted  classification, 
of  cattle  is  illegal,  it  is  quite  evident  the  effort  to  classify  numerous  otlier 
articles  is  likewise  illegal. 

If  the  commission  is  not  empowered  in  making  its  sclu'dule  of  maximum 
rates  to  make  a  classitlcation  of  ireight,  then  I  am  unable  to  see  liow  it 
could  make  a  schedule  at  all.  The  commission  is  not,  in  my  judgment, 
bound  to  classify  all  kinds  of  cattle  in  one  class,  any  more  than  they 
would  be  bound  to  classify  all  articles  of  iron  or  of  wood  in  one  class. 

Each  description  of  the  offense  of  discrimination  contained  in  sectior* 
147,  to  which  you  refer,  provides  expressly  that  the  freight  hauled  shall 
be  "of  the  same  class."  The  charging  of  one  shipper  more  than  another 
for  "a  like  quantity"  of  freight  does  not,  under  that  section,  constitute 
per  se,  a  discrimination,  provided  the  freight  is  of  a  different  and  higln-r 
class  in  the  one  case  than  in  the  other. 

To  what  do  these  words  "of  the  same  class'"  refer":'  Evidently  they  refer 
to  those  classes  of  freight  which  it  was  expected  the  Railroad  Commission 
would  fix  in  the  schedule  it  was  ordered  to  make.  Tlie  statute,  it  is  tru<'. 
did  not  say  in  so  many  words  tliat  \\\v  ilailroad  Commission  sliould  divid.- 
freights  into  classes:  and  on  tlie  strict  construction  principles  of  your  coun- 
sel, 1  sujjpose  it  woidd  be  said  the  commission  lias,  tlierefore.  no  i)oweri<> 
classify  freiglits.  It  is,  however,  the  view  of  tlie  commission  that  tiie  woi'(8 
"schedule"  was  used  in  the  statute  in  the  sense  it  had  acciuired  in  railroa(i" 
practice :  and,  obviously,  to  make  a  schedule  of  rates  implies  t  he  classifiea- 
tion  of  the  freiglits. 

Wlien  I  speak  of  our  having  classilied  feeders  and  other  cattle  separately. 
I  do  not  of  course  mean  we  have  made  a  elassilicat  ion  in  form  like  that  use(i 
for  other  articles,  numbering  or  lettering  the  classes.     That    was  unnece*- 
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Siifv  ill  law.  (II-  U)V  piiriKtsfS  of  (•onveiiifncc  and  i)ersi)iciiil\-  as  in  tlic  case 
(.['  oilier  articles.  The  effect  ot  the  schedule  is  to  divide  cattle  into  two 
classes— one,  "'stock  cattle  and  feeders,"  and  the  other  all  other  cattle: 
and  this  is  just  as  effective^  as  though  we  had  numbered  or  lettered  the 
classes.  The  simplicity  of  the  subject  did  not  rciiuire  the  latter  1o  be 
done. 

It  is  dirticult  1o  see  upon  what  principle  your  counsel  could  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  all  animals  known  as  cattle  necessarily  fall  "in  the  satue 
class."  In  making-  tariffs  railroad  managers  do  not  assume  that  nature  has 
classitied  articles  in  a  manner  binding  upon  them.  There  may  be  different 
classes  of  cattle.  We  could  surely  make  a  separate  class  of  young  cattle, 
t-alled  calves,  and  yet  calves  would  tall  under  the  generic  term  of  "cattle." 

Classitications  of  freight  are  efforts  to  apportion  charges  justly,  accord- 
ing to  risk,  bulk,  value  and  other  elements:  but  every  classitication  is, 
after  all,  but  a  matter  of  judgment,  and  in  a  sense  arbitrary.  It  is  safe 
to  say  no  court  will  ever  inrtict  the  statutory  penalty  upon  any  company 
because  in  its  charges  It  submits  to  a  classification  of  freight  established 
Ijy  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  even  though  the  court  might 
he  of  opinion  such  classitication  was  arbitrary  and  not  based  upon 
sound  reason.  It  is  only  when  a  company  makes  discrimination  between 
shipments  of  the  same  class  that  it  incurs  the  penalty.  For  that  purpose 
'•stock  cattle  and  feeders"'  are  one  class  and  other  cattle  another  and 
different  class. 

So  much  for  the  alleged  violation  of  law  which  your  counsel  think  would 
be  involved  in  the  shipments  of  feeders  for  a  less  rate  of  freight  than 
fat  cattle. 

Coming  now  to  the  reasons  which  actuated  the  commission  in  making 
a  separate  class  and  rate  for  feeders,  I  have  only  to  say  that  the  commis- 
sion in  this  matter  simply  followed  the  practice  of  the  railroad  companies 
themselves.  Your  company  may  not  have  joined  in  that  practice,  but  all 
the  companies  entering  the  city  of  Chicago  have  long  been  carrying  stock 
cattle  at  three-fourths  of  the  rate  charged  for  cattle  transported  to  market. 
This  practice  was  adopted  without  suggestion  from  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, and  no  railroad  commission  ever  thought  of  prosecuting  any  com- 
pany for  this  as  a  discrimination  under  section  147. 

The  reason  for  the  practice  probably  was,  that  in  most  cases, 
stock  cattle  transported  out  from  stock  yards  are  fed  and  again  re- 
turned, and  the  company  that  transports  them  out,  in  almost  every 
case,  has  a  second  haul  of  the  cattle,  transporting  them  again  to 
market.  I  do  not  pretend  to  know  positively  that  such  was  the 
reason,  but  do  know  the  custom  had  long  prevailed  when  the  new  schedule 
was  adopted.  The  fact  that  stock  cars  usually  return  empty,  probably  had 
something  to  do  with  it. 

The  commission  had  reason  to  believe  tliat  when  a  new  tai-iff.of  live 
stock  rates  was  adopted,  the  roads  would  come  plump  up  to  the  taritf  in 
all  particulars,  and  would  give  shippers  what  the  tariff  gave  them,  and 
no  more.  In  view  of  this  fact,  you  can  see  that  the  commission  could 
not  well  take  the  chance  of  raising  rates  to  the  extent  of  one-third  on 
shipments  of  stock  cattle  above  what  the  roads  had  voluntarily  made 
them. 

It  should  l)e  remembered  the  commission  had  to  make  a  tariff,  not  for 
a  single  road  or  a  single  section  of  the  State,  but  for  all  roads  and  cov- 
ering the  entire  State.  Upon  such  a  basis,  and  in  view  of  all  the  inter- 
ests involved,  our  live  stock  schedule  was  made." 

I  may  add  that  the  commission  believe  their  tariff  and  classitication.  as 
made,  is  not  unreasonable,  considered  on  its  merits,  and  independently  of 
the  practice  which  I  have  stated  originally  gave  rise  to  it. 

You  further  say  in  your  letter.  "I  would  be  glad  if  you  will  cite  me  to 
the  law  giving  the  commission  authority  to  prescribe  the  number  of  per- 
sons that  shall  Ite  carried  free  with  a  specific  number  of  car  loads  of  cat- 
tle, and  returiieil   free  on  any  regular  train  of  the  comiiany." 
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If.  bv  this,  you  inquire  for  some  exi)res.setl  statulo'T  words  which  give 
the  commission  that  power,  then  1  answer  there  is  no  such  express  pro- 
vision. But  it  does  not  follow,  because  authority  is  not  given  in  terms, 
that  the  power  does  not  exist. 

The  live  stock  tariff,  in  effect,  provides  that  live  stock  shall  be  carried 
in  car  loads  at  so  much  per  hundred  pounds,  and  that  the  freights  paid 
.shall  include  the  right  of  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  to  go  with  such  stock 
without  paying  a  separate  fare  for  himself:  and  in  the  case  of  a  single 
car  shipment,  the  freight  so  paid  shall  include  half  the  return  fare:  and 
in  the  case  of  a  larger  shipment,  shall  include  a  free  return.  The  commission 
believe  such  a  provision  is  within  the  authority  of  the  statute,  l)eing  in- 
cluded in  the  power  to  fix  maximum  rates  of  freight  and  maximum  pas- 
senger fares. 

You  may  believe  the  ra'es  so  fixed  are  unreasonalily  low.  and  it  is  a 
right  any  railway  company  has,  under  the  statute,  to  litigate  that  ques- 
tion at  its  own  peril,  if  its  managers  see  fit. 

I  see  nothing  whatever  in  the  point  you  make  to  tlie  effect  that  the 
shipper  of  a  single  car  is  discriminated  against,  under  the  statute,  because 
he  is  not  also  returned  free,  as  in  the  case  of  a  shipper  of  more  cars. 

If  it  were  provided  tliat  the  shipper  of  one  car  might  return  free,  then 
your  point  us  to  tliis  discrimination,  as  you  now  state  it,  would  be  obviated: 
"but  vou  might  still  say  unless  provision  were  made  to  return  the  shipper 
of  one  or  two  animals  (less  than  a  car  load)  free,  such  smaller  shipper 
might  still  complain  of  discrimination.  Of  course,  the  quantity  of  live  stock 
shipped  might  be  so  small  that  the  fare  of  an  attendant  would  amount  to 
much  more  than  the  freight  on  the  stock,  and  it  would  obviously  be  un- 
reasonable and  unjust  to  compel  the  free  carriage  of  a  man  where  the 
whole  freight  involved  is  so  small.  The  freight,  in  this  case,  would  have 
to  be  raised  to  a  point  that  would  make  it  reasonable  for  the  whole  ser- 
vice performed,  or  the  schedule  would  not  be  defensible. 

To  illustrate:  It  would  be  less  reasonable  to  say  the  payment  of  .s.j.Oo 
for  the  transportation  of  a  single  animal,  say  150  miles,  should  entitle  a 
man  to  go  and  return  free,  than  it  would  be  to  say  the  payment  of  $75.00 
for  the  carriage  of  three  car  loads  of  animals  tlie  same  distance,  should 
entitle  a  man  to  like  free  carriage. 

Besides,  you  will  observe,  upon  again  reading  the  schedule,  that  it  docs 
not  compel  'you  to  charge  the  half  fare  in  the  case  of  a  single  car.  You  are 
at  lull  libertv  to  pass  the  owner  of  such  stock  back  free,  if  you  see  fit,  and 
thus  avoid  the  discrimination  of  which  you  seem  to  fear  the  consequences. 

In  this  matter,  as  in  the  case  of  the  decreased  rate  on  stock  cattle,  the 
commission  but  followed  the  practice  of  the  roads  themselves,  the  only 
change  lieing  in  the  matter  of  returning  the  shipper  of  one  car  at  half 
fare.  It  was  to  correct  the  discrimination  made  in  practice  against  the 
shipper 'of  a  single  car.  that  it  was  provided  he  should  have  a  half  fare 
return  rate:  but  in  this  the  commission  thought  it  reasonable  to  take  into 
consideration  the  quantity  shipped,  and  the  amount  of  revenue  involved 
in  the  transaction.  So  they  gave  the  shipper  of  a  single  car  but  a  lialf 
fare  home,  as  against  the  free  ride  of  the  larger  shipper. 

I  speak  of  it  as  a  "free  ride."  but  it  is  not  such  in  fact.  The  fare  is 
really  paid  when  the  freight  on  the  stock  is  i)aid. 

Most  roads,  I  think,  not  only  allow  the  shipper,  or  liis  agent,  to  go  Uvr 
with  the  stock,  but  require  it,  not  wishing  to  take  the  incivased  risk  of 
injury  to  the  stock  which  would  devolve  upon  the  company  did  its  own  agents 
assume  the  care  of  the  stock  in  transit,  instead  of  the  owner  or  his  agent. 
It  does  not  seem  unreasonable  that  they  sli  uld  return  tlie  sliipper  free, 
or  at  reduced  fare,  depending  ujjon  the  amount  of  his  shipment  and  the 
<'orresi)on(iing  revenue  derived. 

Again  vou  sav.   "Wlience  does  the  cominissi Icrivc  lis  aulliority  lo  tix 

miiiimuni    weiglits  of    loads    for  (litTercnt    si/,rs  of    (•ar>.  and   for    dilTereiit 
<-lasses  of  live  stock?" 
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This  question  vvould  seeiu  lo  ahiiosl  answer  itself.  Oliviously.  it  would 
1)e  unjust  to  tix  the  same  miniinuni  weights  for  sheep,  for  instance,  tliat 
is  lixed  for  cattle  or  horses,  because  the  rate  is  higher,  and  with  tlie  same 
minimum,  a  much  larger  revenue  would  le  obtained  for  a  smaller  service. 
A  car  of  sheep  is  lighter  and  less  valuable  thin  one  of  cattle  or  horses, 
and.  equitably,  should  bring  less  revenue  instead  of  more. 

No  railroad  manager,  making  a  tariff,  would  think  of  doing  so  al)surd  a 
thing  as  to  tix  the  same  minimum  for  every  kind  of  live  stock.  None 
has  done  such  a  thing  so  far  as  the  commission  is  advised. 

It  would  be  likewise  unjust  t*  fix  the  same  minimum  for  cars  of  vary- 
ing lengths,  ranging  from  twenty-eight  to  thirty-six  feet.  In  the  days  of 
■car-lot  rates  the  companies  insisted  upon  the  justice  of  making  a  distinc- 
tion in  the  freight  charge  between  short  and  long  cars.  The  commission- 
■ers"  present  live  stock  tarltf  proceeds  upon  the  theory  that  it  is  just  to 
give  the  company  more  for  a  large  car  than  for  a  small  one.  Do  you  re- 
gard this  as  unreasonableV 

It  is  true,  the  statute,  which  is  the  commissioners"  charter  of  authority, 
says  nothing  in  terms  about  minimum  weights  for  car  loads.  I  suppo.se 
yoiir  counsel  would  say,  since  the  statute  does  not  name  minimum  weights, 
that  the  commission  has  no  power  over  the  subject:  but.  obviously,  if  the 
■commission  is  to  fix  the  rate,  and  the  companies  are  to  flx  their  own 
minimum,  then  it  will  be  easy  to  evade  any  tariff  the  commissioners  might 
make.  All  that  would  be  necessary  would  be,  when  the  commission  low- 
ers the  rate,  for  the  companies  to  raise  the  minimum.  The  minimum 
K'ould  be  put  high  enough  upon  a  car  of  live  stock  so  that  one  cent  per 
hundred  would  bring  more  freight  than  the  present  rates  for  any  given 
distance. 

When  the  commission  was  authorized  to  make  a  schedule  of  rates,  it  is 
fair  to  presume  it  was  intended  it  should  make  a  complete  schedule — one 
that  would  prove  in  practice  effective,  reasonable  for  the  roads  and  rea- 
sonable also  for  shippers,  and  not  one  that  would  prove  a  fcJo  dc  se  and 
fall  by  its  own  fatal  omissions  and  inconsistencies. 

It  only  remains  to  be  said  in  reply  to  your  request  to  know  how  far  the 
commissioners  deem  themselves  to' have  acted  within  the  law.  and  how 
far  their  schedule  is  simply  "•advisory.""  that  the  schedule  is  in  no  par- 
ticular meant  to  l»e  simply  advisory:  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  commis- 
sioners it  is  within  their  power  to  make  the  schedule  in  form  and  manner 
as  made;  and  it  may  l)e  added  the  commissioners  do  not  shrink  from  any 
test  of  its  legality  which  any  company  of  the  State  may  see  fit  to  make. 
They,  however,  hope  that  a  resort  to  the  legal  penalties  may  not  in  any 
♦•ase  1  e  found  necessary. 

The  live  stock  schedule  was  not  made  hastily,  but  after  a  very  full  con- 
sideration of  the  facts,  and  of  the  situation  presented  by  the  live  stock 
business  of  the  State:  and  in  its  preparation  due  regard  was  had  to  the 
present  practice  of  the  roads  themselves.

CLAIMS  FUR    DAMAGES    AKISlNCr    FRO.M    ERRONEOUS 
INSPECTION   OF  GRAIN. 


Opinion  bv  Hon.  (Jeorge  Hunt,  Attorney  General

Hox.  Isaac  ^.  Phillips.  Chairman  Board  Railroad  and  Wanltou.-<c  ('ommis- 
sioncrs: 

Dear  Sir:  Some  time  since  j'onr  V)oard  submitted  to  me  the  papers 
relating  to  the  claim  of  Franklin.  Edson  »S:  Co.,  of  New  York,  for  $l,ir)().TO, 
which  they  ask  the  (Jrain  Inspection  Department  of  Chicago  to  pay.  Ac- 
companying the  papers  was  an  elaborate  argument  in  favor  of  tlie  claim 
by  Hon.  Francis  A.  Riddle,  attorney  for  the  claimants. 

The  Ijasis  of  said  claim  is  the  alleged  false  or  erroneous  inspection,  by 
the  employes  of  the  Grain  Inspection  Department  of  Chicago,  of  40M0 
bushels  of  wheat,  bought  in  Chicago,  and  which  was  subse(iuently  de- 
livered to  Edson  &  Co.,  at  Brooklyn.  New  York,  and  on  account  of  such 
false  or  erroneous  inspecfon,  the  purchasers  were  (himaged  in  said  sum  of 
*l,15(i.70.  The  sutliciency  of  the  proof  to  establish  the  fact  of  the  injury, 
its  cause,  or  the  amount  thereof,  is  neither  admitted  nor  denied,  and  my 
opinion  is  asked  only  as  to  the  liability  of  the  department,  as  such,  for 
such  injury. 

In  answer  to  your  communication,  permit  me  to  say: 

The  liability  of  the  department  for  such  a  claim,  and  the  authority  of 
the  otticers  to  pay  out  money  in  their  custody  in  satisfaction  thereof,  must 
be  found  in  the  statute,  either  by  express  provision  or  such  clear  implica- 
tion as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  intention  of  the  legislature  relating 
thereto:  and  unless  so  found,  neither  such  liability  or  autliority  can  be 
held  to  exist.  The  provisions  of  law  relating  to  this  subject  are'all  found 
in  section  14  of  '"An  act  to  regulate  public  warehouses  and  warehousing 
and  inspection  of  grain,  and  to  give  effect  to  Article  XIII  (»f  the  C'onsti- 
tion  of  this  State."  in  force  .lulv  1,  IS71.  llunrs  Uev.  Stat..  Cliap.  114.  i)p. 
1029.  1030.  1031. 

The  first  i)aragrapli  of  said  section  jinivides  for  the  ajipoint incut  of  a 
Chief  Inspector  of  (Jrain:  the  second  fixes  the  duties,  and  tlu'  fourth  re- 
lates to  his  oatli  and  l)ond,  and  the  lialti  ities  tliereon  by  reason  of  failure 
to  properly  discliarge  the  duties  of  liis  oftice.  llw  tliinl  paiagraph  is  us 
follows: 

"The  said  Chief  Inspectoi'  sliull  be  autiiorized  to  nominate  to  tlu-  Com- 
missioners of  Railroads  and  Warehouses,  such  suitable  persons,  in  sufficient 
number,  as  may  be  deemed  (luaiitied  for  assistant  insp(>ctors  *  *  and 
also  such  other  einjjloyes  as  may  be  necessary  to  i)roperly  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  liis  ottice:  and  tiie  said  C  iiniiiissioiiers  aic  aiit  liori/eij  to  niak-- s\icli 
appointments." 
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The  liability  of  the  assistant  inspedoi-  is  fixed  in  ihc  (itlli  nai-a-iraph. 
wiiicii  is  as  follows: 

■•And  each  assistant  inspector  shall  take  a  like  oath:  execute  a  liond  in 
tlic  penal  sum  of  $:">.000,  witli  like  conditions,  and  to  be  approved  in  like 
manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  which  said 
several  bonds  shall  be  tiled  in  the  ofHce  of  said  Commissioners;  and  suit 
may  be  brought  upon  said  l)ond  or  b^nds  in  any  court  having  jurisdict'on 
thereof,  in  the  county  where  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  resides,  for  the  use 
of  the  person  or  persons  injured." 

I  find  no  provision  of  the  law  fixing  the  ]ial)ility  of  the  department,  as 
such,  for  the  erroneous  inspection  of  grain:  but  the  tlfth  paragraph  above 
quoted,  taken  in  connection  with  the  fourth,  clearly  provides  that  llie 
assistant  inspector  shall  be  liable  to  any  person  injured  for  all  damages 
occasioned  l\v  his  neglect  or  failure  to  discharge  his  duties,  and  that  suit 
may  be  brought  on  his  bond  for  the  recovery  of  such  damages.  'I'he  law 
requires  that  he  shall  be  ([ualifled  for  the  duties  which  he  assumes,  and 
his  bond  is  given  for  the  purpose  of  holding  him  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  those  duties,  and  to  indemnify  tlmse  who  may  be  injured  by  his 
neglect  so  to  do.  I  note  what  the  claimants  and  their  learned  counsel  say 
as  to  the  right  to  recover  on  the  bond  of  the  assistant  inspector,  but  1 
cannot  concur  either  in  the  reasoning  or  conclusions  reached  by  them.  The 
remedy  for  the  injury  of  which  they  complain,  must,  in  my  opinion,  be 
found  by  suit  on  the  bond  of  the  assistant  inspector,  and  this  remedy 
seems  to  be  adequate. 

Again,  paragraph  six  of  said  section  provides  that  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commissioners  "shall  also  have  the  power  to  fix  the 
rate  of  charges  for  the  inspection  of  grain,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  collected;  which  charges  shall  be  regulated  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  (Commissioners,  produce  sufficient 
revenue  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  service  of  inspection,  and 
no  more." 

The  eleventh  paragraph  is  as  follows: 

"All  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  inspection  of  grain,  and  to  the 
office  of  registrar  economically  administered,  including  the  rent  of  suitable 
offices,  shall  be  deemed  expenses  of  the  inspection  service,  and  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  estimate  of  expenses  of  such  inspection  service,  and  shall  be 
paid  from  the  funds  collected  for  the  same." 

The  power  of  the  Commissioners  to  raise  funds  for  the  expenses  incident 
to  the  inspection  of  grain  is  found  in  the  sixth  paragraph,  and  the  exercise- 
of  this  power  is  expressly  limited  to  the  raising  of  such  amount  ''as  will. 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners,  produce  sufficient  revenue  to  meet 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  service  of  inspection,  and  no  more." 

It  seems  quite  clear  that  this  paragraph  confers  upon  the  Commissioners 
no  power  to  impose  charges  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  to  meet  un- 
forseen  claims  for  damages  caused  by  the  negligence  or  incapacity  of  em- 
ployes. The  amount  of  such  claims  it  would  be  impossible  to  foretell  or 
properly  provide  against.  Besides,  the  atteujpt  to  do  so  would  impose  ex- 
tortionate charges  ui)on  those  whose  grain  is  insi)ected,  to  shield  froii> 
personal  liaV)ility  negligent  or  incompetent  appointees.  In  the  eleventh 
paragraph,  whai  shall  l)e  included  in  the  estimate  of  expenses  is  some- 
what si)ecitically  named.  Claims  for  injury  are  not  mentioned,  nor  do  I 
think  they  were  contemplated  by  the  legislature. 

From  this  I  conclude  that  the  statute  confers  on  the  Commissioners  no 
authority  to  use  funds  collected  for  the  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the 
inspection  service  in  paying  claims  for  injuries  arising  from  false  or  errone- 
ous inspection. 

Permit  me  to  express  my  regret  that  the  ])ressure  of  official  duties- 
which  I  could  not  postpf>ne.  have  prevented  an  eai'lier  answei'  to  youi^ 
communic:ition.     1  am.

RULES  OF  PRACTICE  IN  CROSSING  .VND  INTERLOCKING 

CASES. 


For  the  hearing  of  cases  arising  under  the  act  approved  May  27.  1889, 
concerning  crossings,  and  the  act  approved  June  2.  1891,  concerning  inter- 
locking, there  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of 'the  Commission,  in  the  State 
House,  in  Springfield,  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission,  on  the  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  and  continuing  from  day  to 
day  thereafter,  if  necessary,  until  the  business  of  such  meeting  is  finished: 
hut  if  the  dav  above  designated  for  such  meeting  shall  at  any  time  fall 
upon  a  general  election  day  or  a  legal  holiday,  then  the  meeting  shall  be 
held  upon  the  day  following. 

II. 

If  no  quorum  of  the  Commission  shall  be  present  on  any  day  named  in 
these  rules  for  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission,  and  there  are 
causes  on  the  docket  ready  for  hearing,  the  secretary  of  the  Commission 
shall  adjourn  such  meeting  from  day  to  day  (noting  the  same  upon  the 
record),  until  a  quorum  is  present  for  the  transaction  of  business,  at  which 
time  the  hearings  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner  as  they 
would  had  a  quorum  been  present  on  the  day  named  in  the  rules  for  said 
meeting.  When  the  secretary  shall  be  aware  in  advance  that  for  any  rea- 
son a  quorum  will  not  be  present  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  the 
dav  named  for  a  regular  meeting,  he  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  advise 
all"  interested  parties  by  letter  or  otherwise  of  the  fact,  and  also  let  them 
know  on  what  day  a  quorum  is  expected. 

III. 

Tpon  the  filing  of  anv  petition  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
cither  of  such  acts,^the  secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  at  once  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  upon  or  delivered  to  the  defendant  in  such  peti- 
tion, such  notice  as  the  law  requires,  or  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commission:  and  the  secretary  shall  also,  for  the  better  information  of 
such  defendant,  mail  to  its  president  or  general  manager  a  coi)y  of  the 
petition:  but  a  failure  by  defendant  to  receive  the  letter  shall  not  be 
taken  as  a  failure  of  notice. 

If  the  notice  provide.d  ft)r  in  the  last  rule  shall  be  served  u\)on  or  re- 
ceived bv  the  defendant  ten  days  before  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Commission  as  above  established,  the  case  shall  stand  for  hearing  at  tliat 
meeting:  but  if  such  notice  shall  be  served  or  received  less  than  ten  days 
Taefore  such  next  regular  monthly  meeting,  then  such  i)etition  sluill  stand 
for  hearing  at  the  next  regular  inontiily  meeting  succeeding  that  one. 
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Y. 


Ill  the  case  of  any  proeeediiiK'  beg-uii  iindei'  tlie  said  iiiifrl(icklii<;-  act  oT 
1891,  by  II  citation  issued  by  order  of  the  Coniniission  instead  of  l»y  petition, 
the  secretary  shall  make  sucli  citation  returnable  at  the  next  regulai- 
raonthly  meeting  of  the  Commission,  if  the  sanae  shall  tal<e  place  ten  davs 
or  more  after  the  time  of  issuing  such  citation:  but  if  such  citation  shall 
not  be  served  upon  any  defendant  therein  named  ten  days  or  more  jjrioi- 
to  the  first  day  of  the  next  meeting,  then  such  citation  shall  stand  For 
hearing  at  the  next  regular  meeting  succeeding. 

VI. 

Such  answer  as  any  defendant  may  desire  to  make  to  any  petition,  or 
such  return  as  any  company  may  de.sire  to  make  to  any  citation  which 
may  be  issued,  shall  be  filed  in  the  ottice  of  the  Commission  not  later  than 
the  morning  of  the  day  upon  which  said  petition  or  citation  stands  for 
hearing  upon  the  docket  in  accordance  with  these  rules :  and  such  answer 
or  return  shall  close  the  written  pleadings  in  the  case. 

Yll. 

Cases  shall  stand  for  hearing  at  such  regular  meetings  in  the  order  of 
their  numbers  unless  the  Commission  shall  for  good  cause  vary  such  order : 
and  in  the  general  manner  of  conducting  hearings,  producing  testimony, 
etc.,  the  Commission  will  be  governed  by  the  general  system  of  practice- 
which  obtains  in  the  Circuit  Courts  of  Illinois,  so  far  as  the  same  is  ap- 
plicable to  these  proceedings. 

VIII. 

All  evidence  offered  on  any  such  hearing  shall  be  reported  in  full  by  the 
stenographer  of  the  Commission,  who  shall  write  the  same  out  correctly 
in  type-writing,  and  tile  the  same  for  reference  with  the  papers  in  the 
case  in  which  the  same  is  taken. 

IX. 

Every  case  which  may  for  any  reason  remain  upon  the  docket,  not 
finally  disposed  of  at  the  conclusion  of  any  such  regular  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission, shall  stand  continu-  d  to  the  next  regular  meeting,  and  the  sec- 
retary will  enter  an  order  to  that  effect,  in  such  case,  without  specific 
action  or  instructions  by  the  Commission. 

X. 

The  secretary  of  the  Commission  is  hereby  empowered,  without  further 
specific  order,  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of 
the  Commission,  such  subpcenas  for  witnesses  in  any  cause  arising  under 
either  of  said  acts  as  any  party  thereto  may  request  to  be  issued.  Said 
secretary  shall  advance  no  fees  for  the  service  of  any  such  subpoenas,  but 
leave  the  party  calling  for  the  s:ime  to  serve  it  or  procure  it  to  be  serv(>d 
as  he  shall  think  fit. 

XI. 

In  every  trial  had  under  these  rules,  the  petitioner  will  open  and  ch.sc 
the  case.  Each  party  to  the  hearing  will  be  allowed  to  introduce  sucii 
evidence  as  to  the  facts  and  expert  questions  as  may  be  thought  necessary, 
provided  the  same  is  admissible  under  the  common  law  I'ules  (»f  evidence: 
and  each  party  will  be  fully  heard  in  argument  ui)iui  all  points  of  tin- 
case  by  counsel  or  other  representative:  but  no  petition  for  rehearing  will 
be  entertained  in  any  such  case,  unless  the  right  to  present  the  same  is 
expressly  reserved  in  the  final  decree  or  order  of  the  Commission.
